R ossiter. secre­ 
tary of republican central committee 
of that county and brought from W ar­ 
ren circuit court on appeal. 
It was 
one of two test cases brought to the 
supreme court to determine the consti­ 
tutionality of the law. 
Mr. Stephen* was denied a certifi­ 
cate of nomination by the county com­ 
mittee to the board of election com­ 
missioners because the act in question 
provided that no successor to Peter 
Fleming, oow treasurer of the county, 
should or could be elected this year, 
and nat until the general election of 
1806. 
Stephens brought suit and was 
granted an alternative writ requiring 
the chairman and secretary of the 
committee to insert his name in the 
proper certificate as the republican 
nominee for treasurer of the county. 
In handing down its decision the 
1 supreme court said: “ The office being 
! constitutional and elective, the voters 
of the county are authorized to fill it 
j at the first opportunity given under 
the constitution. This right can not
